— Mail advices 
from M anila give the story of the cap- 
: ture of Captain Shields and 50 men of 
the Forty-ninth infantry by the insur­ 
gents in Marindnque. 
Captain Shields 
; aud his party went up against an over- 
j w helm ing force. 
It is declared to have 
been one of the most brilliant iucideuts 
i in the history of bush fighting in the 
archipelago. 
The 50 Americans were pursuing a 
party of insurgents of superior force in- 
I to the m ountains when they were am- 
bushed in a canyon by a force of 250 
i riflemen and 1800 bolomen. 
They made 
a continuous Agin for 8 hours killing a 
I large number of the insurgents and be­ 
ing overpowered only after they had 
I fired their last shot and practically were 
j smothered in a band to hand fight w ith 
: their 2000 adversaries. 
Sergeants 
W illiam s and McCarthy, 
who were in charge of some of the 
i wounded, came iii for particular praise. 
I They stood off their assailants for ubout 
I three hours, 
surrendering after their 
cartridges had been expended. 
Scarcely a man in the expedition es- 
1 caped being grazed or slightly wounded 
j during the fight. 
The total list of kill - 
, ed amounted to only five. 
Captain 
Shields w as badly wounded early iii the 
i fight, but lie continued to direct the op-
